I fhaU no farther examine the Defigns of. 
that Prince, than confifts with rationai 
ConjeQure 5 I confefs, there are fome things 
very myfterious in that Matter to me, and 
I bave often defir'd an Explanation of them 
from thofe thas vindicate that Prince’s A@ions 
in grofs, fuch as lying ftill, while a’‘Cune 

fede rage 
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federate Country was ruin’d and devoured, 
their King retreated to him for Shelter, and 
his Friends all plunder’d I. have no- 
thing to fay to this, only would be glad to 
hear another Man defend it. 

Now we are told, the Swedifh Army will 
quarter in Silefiz, till the Emperor rettores 
the Proteftant Churches— I am oblig’d to 
fuppofe, his Swedifh Majefty will quarter 
only uyon the Popifh Silefans ; otherwife to 
me ’tis he greateft Myftery in the World, 
why the poor Proteftants fhould have an 
Army quarter’d upon them, becaufe the 
Emperor will not reftore their Churches— 
This to mae isan odd Way of relieving their 
Oppreffions—Had the Swedes march‘d into 
fome of the Emperors Popifh Countries, 
and quarter’d there, till the Emperor had 
done the Proteftants Juftice, this, I think, 
had feem’d more rational; but I cannot for 
my Life underftand theother, and fhould 
be very glad to have it explain’d ; ’tisa 
dear Way of redreffing their Grievances— 

No more can J rightly underftand fend- 
ing, Officers into the Emperors Dominions 
to raife Soldiers, and demand Satisfa&ion 
for a Soldier taking away the Men, and have 
the poorSoldier deliver’d up Prifoner for it; 
if the Emperor gave leave to raife Troops, 
*cis another Cafe, but Edo not hear this fo 
much as pretended—! wonder, if he fhould 
fend an Officer to England to raife Soldiers, 
whether Englifh Officers would not ftop 
them,and comphin. would be mightily ob- 
lig’d co any Gentleman to make thefe things 
a little plainer, that J might have the fame 
Efteem for a certain Prince, that they have, 
and that fhutting my Eyes toa! Odjedtions, 
Emight extol bin too ia all things he does, 
right or wreng. 

But ta come to Dyer’s News, what can 
be the Meaning of his infulcing the King of 
Sweden thus ? Sure,be bas neuer beard ofCount 
Zober! To fay, the King of Sweden will 
oblige the Confederates to make Peace, up- 
on fuch Terms as He fhall think reafonable— 
When the King of Swede has declar’d: 
over and over, that’ he will not interrupt 
the Confederates in carrying on the War— 
What is this, bue to call the King of Swe-

Claims for Coatingents and Quota’s of Men 
and Money, which he was bound asa Mem- 
ber of the Empire to have furnifh’d during 
the War.

r. Heré you may fee, how it comes .o 
pafs, that the Imperial Army on the Xbine 
are no better provided, nor no fooner made 
up; here’s one of the Reafons, why the 
Marefehal Villars took the Lines at Stolbofe 
fen, pierc’d into the Empire, plunder’d the 
Palatinate, and raisd Contributions thro’ 
Wirtembergh, Swabia, Franconia, and from 
the Lake of Conftamce to’ the Gater ef 
Mentz— The Cale is plain, that the Mem- 
bers of the Empire, who by cheir Duty 
ought to contribu:e in Money, or furnilh 
Men,. not only du it notin Time, but real: 
ly doit not at all ; and the Emperor, whc 
fhould compel. them in a legal Way, isl 
under the Hatches, that he may be mau: 
naged. not only toremit the Profecution o! 
it, butacquit the Demand ; and Woe t 
Germany ia a War with France, while thk 
Part of the Conftitution of che Empire b 
thus abanconed.

—As a Prince of the En- 
pire, and for the Lands he holds there, he 
was bound to have furnith’d Men or Money, 
or all in Proportion to thefé Lands, as pro- 
portion’d by the Dyet of the Empive at 
Frankfort—When 7o0oco Men were voted 
to be rais’d, &c. : 

If he was not oblig’d todo it, wit need 
is there to have it remitted and difcharg’d? 
if he was oblig’d, but has not done it, I 
think, he has fo far contributed to the 
Loffes and Difafters-of the Empire, he has 
fo far favour’d the Encroachn.ents of France, 
dnd been an Enemy to the Proteftant Tn- 
tereft ; if my Opinien of this be not cone 
fonant with Fruth of Fa@ or juft Confe- 
quence, I fhall be very willing toi ->mitic 
to Judgment. : 

Hf it be faid, he was engag’d in a Way 
and could not 3 J anfwer, King uguftas 
was as much engag’d as be, and a great 
deal more; and yet we fiad, -he {piréd his 
Troops, even when he wanted them for bis 
own Defence, and we had a Zreat Body of 
his beft Troops at the Battle near Nosdlingen, 
and very good Service they did there ; and 
it would be difhonourable to the King of 
S—n-to fay, he could not {pare Mea, [6 
wellas King Auguftus,* who was declining 
jo his Fortufies, and prefs’d by a vi@orious 
Enemy. : 

What ftrange things the Myftesies of hu- 
man Policy prefent to our View, when the 
Proje@s of Princes appear upon the Stage 
of the World ! 

In-one Place a Popith Prince fights for 
the Proteftant Religion, in another a Pto- 
teftant Power makes Way for Popifh Tyran-, 
ny; here a Prince changes-his Religion and 
not his Party, there another changes his: 
Party and not his Religion, Rroteftans in 


Spain fight fora Popith King, and a Popifh 
Duke of Savoy aims at reftoring the Prove. 
flants in Languedoc. 

And this brings: me to mention the Afua- 
Rarian Affair» I confefs, 1 ‘have not been 
able to recongile alkche Actions of che A’an- 
arians, to what ‘we call here Zeal for Reli- 
gion. My Reafonsare, that I-fee plainly, 
that Religion, however it has been Part of 
che Caule, and a juft Caufe 7 ovn it, of the 
prefent War there, particularly as it was 
joyn’d with the. Demand: of Liberty, and 
that, the Supprefhion of their Religion was 
an Attof Tyranny as well.as Perfecution 5 
and ] have never, chat t. know of, fpoken 
one reflecting Word of them, on the Artie. 
cle of taking up Arms in their ewn De- 
fencee. 

Ihave bsen very forry, J confefs, that 
theic Intereft and thé prefent Confederacy, 
that in Point of policy we could not with 
them. Succefs, whatever iay Point of Reli- 
gion we ought tedg— This, | think, was 
evident. ja.theit being fupported and encou- 
raged-byithe Erench aad che Bévarizns, not 
ie Favourso their Religion, that ! believe any 
budy wilkallow,5utin Contideration of their 
invading the Emperor, and’ diverting his 
Forces—As for thofe.that cannot diftinguifh 
on this Head, 1 am unconcern’d for. their 
Genfures. 

Again, J fay,.:the dnéorceBion in Hur 
gery is far fromsbeing whaliy-Proteftant-— 
Aad therefore wheo they clk of them by 
the Epithets of the Proteftants in Hungary. 
they talk jxnorantly ; there are Parties as 
well as-Papifts to he confider’d alfo.

But now we have been told, and the 
Letter of cur Ambaffador makes it plais, 
that.the Emperor has alwaye refufed hy 
Face 
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‘Peace upon fair and juft Conditions and Se- 
curities—-To this I fay, may they have Suc- 
ce{s till they force him to it——But when 
they purfue any thing that does not coplift 
with a War for their Liberties, Sacred and 
Civil, then I fay, they carry that War 
beyond what alone could make it lawful— 
Andlet any Man anfwer this if he can. 

Now we have a newTrial,whether this be 
a ProteftantWar or no ; they have declared 
their Throne vacant, and are proceeding to 
the Ele&tion of a new King. 

All the Candidates for this Croww are 
Popith, the Prince Ragotski or the Duke of 
Bavaria—Were they the Proteftants of Hun- 
gatia, which have raifed this War, they 
would never choofe a Popith King. ’Tis 
apparent, the State of the Cafe is thus in 
fhort. , 

It isa moft juft Infurreétion for the Re- 
covery of Liberty, and eftablifhing the 
Rights of the Subje& invaded by the Ty- 
ranny of the Germans; and as both Prote- 
ftant and Papift fhar’d che Opprefhion, they 
both-joyn’d in the War ; but the Proteftant 
Interefe is the weakeft, as appears by the 
King they defign to choofe ; And there- 
fore they are to be call’d the Malecontents 
of Aungary, rather than the Proteftants of 
slung ary. 

Both thefe Cafes, I think, ftand clear, 
we could heartily-with them both Succels, if 
we were not engaged with this Confede- 
rated War; but as we are in Intereft bound 
to defend the Confederacy, ' and therein 
the Proteftane Intereft is uperiour, it can 
be no otherwife than as before; they that 
invade the Empire, invade the whole Con- 
tedetacy, and fo.far are our Enemies, jet 
who will deny it.
